Northern Greece fn supposed 

to have had gold deposits which, 
according to Greek archacolo- 
gists and historians were known, 
and = widely exploited, in 
antiquity. 
-Phiip of Maccdonia, who 
reigned in 382 BC to 336 BC 
extracted gold which gave him 
an annual income of 1,000 
talents estimated os the 
equivalent of some 8,000,000 gold 
sovercigns today. 

Whether the gold resources 
of Macedonia have been 
exhausted or not is a matter of 
controversy among Greek ex- 
perts, 

At all events, since the 19th 
eentury, villagers along the 
banks of the Gallico river, some 
5 miles West of Salonica, have 
been washing in primitive 
fashion, sand and sof] from the 
river banks and oxtracting gold 
spangles which they sell to

The total output, however,

States by the American 


government against his will, told the Press on 


arrival here this morning by the ss 


President 


Wilson, that he is a former Hongkong tesident 
and that “Hongkong is my home.” 
Liu further claimed that he was born in Turkey 


“in the Mediterranean Sea” 


was a citizen of Mexico. 


Liu denied that he was ill- 
treated in the United States and 
that ho was confined in a mental 
hospital in Missour! against his 
will, He sald Americana “wore 
all friends” and that he was free 
in the United States, 

Liu, who wns accompanied at 
the interview aboard the Pre- 
sident Wilson by Mra M,. 
Strathic of tho British Red 
Cross, and Mr Richard Tomblin, 
of the American Red Cross, 
said ho did not wam to go 
to mainland Chinu. He added 
that he did not want to go to 
Taiwan either because he “has 
no_home there,” 

Consistently maintaining that 
he Is a Mexican citizen, Liu said 
he did not go to Mexico because 
“Hongkong is Mexican terri- 
tory.” 


“A LITTLE ABNORMAL” 

Asked by a Chinese neows- 
paperman in Mandarin whether 
he was mentally normal, Lit 
replied: "A little abnormal.”

Asked whether he has amy re- 
latives here, Liu mumbied in- 
coherently and said that he has 
several wives including one in 
China and one in Mexico, 

Asked by an Ameriean = re- 
porter why he did not want to 
go to mainland China, he said 
“becouse there is trouble be- 
1ween your country and minc.” 

Liu said he was in the United 
States for “more than five 
years,” . 

He calcd he wns golng to stay 
im Hongkong ond to work here 
on “things he had learned,” 

ENVOY’S COMPLAINT 

Liu went to study in tho 
United States in 1948. Ho was 
‘committed to the Missouri State 
Hospital as a schizophrenic in 
1949. The complaint that he 
was kept in the hospital against 
his will was made by Mr Wang 
Ping-maon, Chinesa . Ambassador 
at the current Sino-American 
tales in Geneve.
